Nowadays there are soldiers every- 
where in Petrograd—big blond boys 
in long tan overcoats with flat caps 
slapped rakishly over one ear, Thicy 

rill in dozens of squares, oh the cob- 
blestones space below the dome of 
St. Isaac’s—which suggests St. Pe- 
ter’s and Rome—and march the 
streets day and night, singing their 
tremendous Russian songs.

GREAT ADMIRATION FOR RARE COURAGE SHOWN 


Canada’s Sons Have Won for Liberty More Than Added 
Territory, but a Victory Which Answers German Idea That 
The World Can Be Reconstructed by Material Force

In a lengthy editorial under 
caption “Well done, Canada,” 
New York Tribune says; 

“Every American will feel a thrill 
of admiration and a touch of hogest 
envy at the achievements of the Can- 
adian troops about Arras on Easter 
Sunday and the following day. 

“The glory of the Canadian fight 
at the Ypres salient has .been too 
little appreciated on our side of the 
northern frontier. Rarely in history 
have troops, yolunteer troops, sud- 
denly exposed to a flank attack 
through no fault of their own, but 
by the collapse of their neighbors, 
had to bear a more terrific blow than 
that which followed the first gas 
attack, Yet in the midst of confu- 
sion, assailed by the appaling poison 
of German making, the Canadian vol- 
tnteers stood and died as the British 
regulars had stood and died in the 
@icater battle of Ypres of 1914. 

“And now the Canadians have 
swept up the famous Vimy ridge, 
which halted the French veterans of 
och and proved too great an ob- 
stacle for the genius of the greatest 
offensive fighter France has yet pro- 
duced in the war. After long months 
of waiting the Canadians have had 
their hour, They have had a chance 
to avenge their comrades, crucified 
by German brutes in Flanders; they 
have had an opportunity to write 
the name of Canada on the war map 
of Europe and their imprint wit be 
remembered—in Germany quite as 
much as in America. 

“We shall know later at what price 
this achievement was accomplished, 
but no price will be too high and 
for Canada this day of victory will 
have a lasting value. For Canada, 
too, its value will be less than for 
the British Empire. 

“Nearly three-quarters of a million 
of Canadian and Australian troops 
have responded to the call of the 
British Empire, more than half of 
them wearing the Canadian Maple 
Leaf- German plotting, German 
scheming, the wise plans of the pro- 
fessors.on paper and of the German 
soldiers on the map, have been an- 
it is possible to speak to Germans 
now. 

“Americans will feel a certain envy 
in the thought that Canada has out- 
distanced tis in reaching the battle- 
line, which is the frontier of our com- 
mon civilization, We shall take what 
comfort we may from the knowledge 
that among the Canadian forces are 
a considerable contingent of citizens 
of the United States, an unofficial 
vanguard, we shall trust, of that 
American army which is in due 
course to take its place along the 
French front. They are serving in 
worthy company, 

“NS praise of Canadian achieye- 
ment can be exclusive. From the 
plain and from the mountains, from 
the citics and the prairies Canada has 
poured out her thousands and her 
hundreds of thousands; she has sent 
across the occan an army greater 
than Napoleon ever commanded on 
any battlefield; her volunteer  regi- 
ments have shown that same stub- 
born and tenacious quality which is 
the glory of the British army. 

“Canada’s sons have won for lib- 
erty not merely a few square miles 
of French territory, but a victory 
which makes answer to the German 
idea that the world can be recon- 
structed without regard to the spirit 
of man, merely by material force. 

“Our entrance into the war should 
make a new bond between the Cana- 
dians and ourselves,” 


How Canadians Save 


The Thrift Campaign Has Proven 
Eminently Satisfactory 


The splendid response of the peo- 
ple of Canada to the thrift campaign 
initiated by the government is em- 
phasized in a memorandum issued by 
the Dominion Department of  FVi- 
nance. It is as follows: 

“That the thrift campaign is prov- 
ing eminently successful is shown by 
the returns of savings in chartered 
banks, and the number and amount of 
war savings certificates and deben- 
ture stock issued by the Department 
of Finance, The total savings in 
Canadian chartered banks at the end 
of February amounted to $1,300,000,- 
OVO in round tigures. For the same 
month in 1916 the amount was $1,100- 
000,000, and for 1915  $1,000,000,000. 
This shows an inerease in the sav- 
ings of the people during the last two 
years of no less a sum than $300,000- 
000. In addition, nearly 80,000 war 
savings certificates have been ‘sold, 
aggregating $5,500,000, and five per 
cent, debenture stock aggregating 
$8,500,000. To this there should be 
added the amounts of the two prev- 
ou war loans, which aggregated 
200,000,000. On the whole it would 
appear from these figures that over 
$500,000,000 has been saved by the 
people*of Canada during the past 
two years,”

Japs Make Munitions 
For Russia 


Since Outbreak of War Tokio Arse- 
nal Has Had Large Num. . 
ber of Workers 


_ More than 80,000 Japanese muni- 
tions makers are working day and 
night turning out ammunition for 
the Russian armies. This statement 
is made in the March issue of the 
Japan Magazine, in an article on 
“Making Munitions for the Allies,” 
The article, written by M. Hlyodo 
and approved by the Japanese intel- 
ligence office, says: 

‘In the Koishikawa section of To- 
kio there is a huge arsenal daily en- 
gaged in turning out munitions for 
the allics of Japan. Here thousands 
of hands never cease operation; and 
the smoke above the giant works is 
like a cloud from a volcano. 

“The new arsenal first showed 
what it could do in the way of meet- 
ing the needs of the army during the 
Russo-Japanese war, after which 
there was a lull in output until the 
demand came to help Russia instead 
of withstand her. After big war or- 
ders began to arrive froin Russia the 
2,000 workmen in the Tokio arsenal 
jincreased manifold until now no less 
than 15,000 hands are busy there 
from day to day, 

“The men labor from eight to ten 
hours a day, according to pressure of 
work, At present the demand for 
munitions is so insistent that the 
work goes on from 7 a.m. to 7 p. 
m., a 12-hour day. The work goes 
on at night also, from 7 p.m. to 7 
a.m, The most pressing demand at 
present is for rifles and small arms 
for which big rush orders are being 
filled, 

“The wages of the Japanese arse- 
nal worker are small compared with 
the same kind of man abroad, being 
from 30 sen a day (l6c) to 1 yen 
(50c) for a day of ten hours. The 
men are paid 20. percent more for 
overtime, so that a man who reccives 
30 sen a day will get 42 sen if he has 
to work overtime, while the man 
who gets 1 yen a day will get nearly 
2 yen a day for overtime, The men 
have no time off, save on Sundays 
and national holidays. 

“As the work of the arsenal is 
strictly secret everyone entering or 
leaving the great works is closely 
scrutinized. The workmen have to 
carry a metal pass each, the perma- 
nent hands having a nickel pass, and 
the temporary hands a_ brass one, 
each pass being numbered. 

“Besides the Tokio military arsenal 
there is a big naval arsenal, with an- 
other at Yokosuka and another “at 
Kure, where munitions and arms are 
made by still more expert workmen. 
In these arsenals the wages are high- 
er, the rate ranging from 12 sen a 
day to 3 yen, the most expert men 
make about 100 yen a month. 

“Many of the guns with which Rus- 
sia is now stemming the tide of in- 
vasion so successfully were made by 
these Japanese arsenal workers; and 


they are. still busy supplying such 
weapons. About 80,000 men are 
row busy in these naval arsenals, 


turning out munitions for Russia,” 


Binder Twine Outlook 


Prices May Be Expected to be Some- 
what Higher Than Last Year 


Interesting statistics in regard to 
what may be expected in the binder 
twine market during the coming year 
are given in a letter which the Sas- 
katoon Board of Trade has received 
from L. H. Dewey, botanist in 
charge of fibre investigations for the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture at Washington, 

Mr. Dewey, who has just returned 
from an extensive investigation trip 
to Porto Rico writes to Commission- 
er Sclanders; 

“So.far as I have been able to 
learn, there seems likely to be a suf- 
ficient supply of binder twine for all 
needs, but owing to the high price 
of fibre the prices of binder twine 
are likely to be much greater than 
last year. Two or three of the pris- 
on binder-twine plants have quoted 
prices for the coming year at 13 to 
14 cents per pound, with discounts 
for large quantities and for prompt 
payment, 

“The quantity of henequen im- 
ported during the calendar year 1916 
is reported to be 221,126 tons, which 
may be compared with 183,542 tons 
during the calendar year 1915, The 
importations for 1916 were the larg- 
est on record, It appears like a 
commercial paradox to have binder 
twine quoted at a price 2 to 3 cents 
per pound Jess than the current quo- 
tations for raw fibre. Much of the 
fibre, however, used in the twine 
for the coming season was purchas- 
ed in the previous year at lower 
prices, but, of course, it is argued 
that if farmers receive a higher price 
for wheat, amounting to $10 or more 

er acre above what they received 
in former years, they can afford to 
pay the 10 to 15 cents more per 
acre for the higher cost of binder 
twine.” 


Die as Bravely as They Fight| Addresses Civil Engineers j 


How Canadians Meet Greatest Test 
of Manhood 


How do Canada’s sons out here 
face death when it comes? asks Stew- 
art Lyon, special correspondent of 
the Canadian Press. 


Everyone knows what honor they 
have brought to the Dominion by 
their courage in battle and their 
cheerfulness and adaptability in camp 
and field. 

What of the last and greatest test 
of manhood; the inevitable encounter 
that awaits us all, from which only 
the spirit can hope to emerge vic- 
torious? ‘ 

Chaplains of the Canadian corps 
with whom I have spoken say with- 
out hesitation that Canada’s sons 
who pass out, in the field and in the 
ambulances and hospitals immediate- 
ly behind the front, die as bravely 
as they fight. 

“I have yet to hear one of these 
mortally wounded men express fear 
of death,” said a chaplain who has 
knelt in the field by the side of dy- 
ing men wherever Canadians have 
fought—in the Ypres salient, on the 
Somme, at Festubert—and who 
wears the ribbon of the Military 
Cross—given for conspicuous valor. 
“Most of them,” he added “have 
thought of the other side as men will 
who are confronted daily by death 
in many turns. In most cases mor- 
tally wounded men are mentally alert 
when they go out. I recall one 
young fellow with whom I was 
speaking of spiritual things—both of 
us knowing that he had but a few 
minutes to live—saying in answer to 
my assurance that it was into God’s 
world he was passing: 

“Tt will be most interesting to me 
to compare it with this.’ 

“Many of the men have little 
knowledge of creeds and_ religious 
observances, but I have met but one 
who did not understand the signiti- 
cance of the Cross, He had never 
been to Sunday school and it is on 
the lessons learnt there most of the 
men lean at the end. 

“They are not given to self-pity. 
Thoughts of home and of the folk 
there, especially of the mother, are 
often the last in their consciousness. 
In one case I recall, a young chap 
was greatly distressed over the blank 
his death would leave in the life of 
his fiancee, The general note is that 
of unfaltering acceptance of the in- 
evitable.” 

Another chaplain, speaking of his 
ministrations to dying men, said: 
“We did not send over all the saints 
in Canada to do our share of the 
fighting. Some of our men have been 
hard cases, but I have yet to hear 
one avow himself an.infidel or an un- 
believer in a hereafter, The dying 
men have the instinct of immortali- 
ty.” 

The testimony of Canadian field 
chaplains as to how the men face the 
king of terrors is that of much ex- 
perience. The sixty-five chaplains at 
present en duty represent all the im- 
portant branches of the church. They 
labor “ogcther in the most complete 
harmony—Protestant and Catholic, 
Auglican and Methodist, Presbyter- 
ian and Baptist. They hold services 
for the men in the field often under 
shell fire, comfort and pray for the 
dying, write letters to the relatives 
at home of those who pass out, and 
in addition operate a system of can- 
teens and cinema entertainments be- 
hind the lines a good deal like that 
of the Y.M.C.A., the chief differ- 
ence being that the chaplains’ system 
is officially recognized, and its ac- 
counts audited by the army officials. 

The canteens are, of course, dry, 
and the things sold are largely sup- 
plementary eatables. The entertain- 
ers at the cinemas and the men who 
operate them are so selected that 
there is no impairment of fighting 
strength. Men out on leave, or certi- 
fied as temporarily unfit for the 
trenches are utilized. No salaries 
are paid, and the profits are used to 
trovide coffee behind the front dur- 
ing engagements, and Thermos 
flasks with which coffee and tea are 
conveyed to the wounded along the 
line of an advance and at the first- 
aid stations to which the ambulances 
cannot penetrate, Stationary, sport- 
ing supplies and similar things not 
provided under army regulations are 
also supplied free of cost from the 
cinema and canteen surplus. The to- 
tal turnover of this remarkably use- 
ful social service department con- 
ducted by the Canadian chaplains 
was over $100,000 in the three months 
ended December 31, The profits were 
about $10,000, and all of them go 
back to the troops in the form of 
eomforts,

Analysis of the Railway Situation by! 
Mr. W. F. Tye, C.E, 


In a paper presented to the Cana- 
dian Society of Civil ingineers Mr. 
W.EF. Tye, formerly Chief Engineer 
of the Canadian Pacific, gives a mas- 
terly analysis of the railway situation 
in this country, From his years of 
experience thinking and solving rail- 
way problems as one of the out- 
standing railway engineers in Cana- 
da, Mr. Tye has had not only the 
attitude of the engineer but that of 
the economist as well. 


Amongst Mr, Tye’s summarized 
conclusions are: 
The National Transcontinental, 


the Grand Trunk Pacific and the 
Canadian Northern Railways are un- 
able to earn their operating expenses 
and their fixed charges. Canada has 
built, and is operating, the first of 
these roads, and Canada and the 
various provinces haye guaranteed 
the panei and interest of most of 
the bonds of the other two. As the 
‘roads are unable to earn their fixed 
charges, they must, of necessity, be 
paid by the country. 
The failure of these roads is due 
to the duplication of lines by all the 
railways, encouraged and bonused by 
the government; to the excessive 
cost of the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
National Transcontinental Railways; 
to the failure of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific to provide ‘itself with an ade- 
quate system of feeders in the West, 
and to the construction, by the Can- 
adian Northern, of the long and un- 
roductive stretches of road across 
titish Columbia and Northern On- 
tario, without feeders, terminals, etc. 
If these railways are to be main- 
tained in two separate systems, it 
will cost at least $400,000,000. It} 
will be necessary to build five or six 
thousand miles of feeders in the 
West, and two or three thousand 
miles of feeders in the East, and ter- 
minals costing many millions. 
A consolidation of the Grand 


Trunk, the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
Transcontinental and Canadian 
Northern Railways would give a 


well-balanced system, Such a com- 
bination would not require more than 
$100,000,000 to put it in proper phy- 
sical condition. 

Including operating expenses and 
fixed charges, it costs the Canadian 
Facific about $70 to do $100 worth of 
business, and it costs the Intercol- 
onial and the other Canadian govern- 
inent roads from $200 to $220 to do 
$100 worth of business, 

Canada should follow the wise ex- 
ample set by Sir John Macdonald 
when dealing with the Canadian Pa- 
cific in 1879-80, and form a new pri- 
vate corporation with sufficient pow- 
er and the necessary safeguards, to 
take over and consolidate the Grand 
Trunk, Grand Trunk Pacific, Trans- 
continental and Canadian Northern 
Railways, and devclop another Can- 
adian Pacific. 

Such a combination would start 
with gross earnings of at least $100,- 
000,000 per annum, with a probable 
average increase of 8 per cent. per 
annum, and probable net earnings of 
from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 per 
annum} and a net revenue from other 
sources of about $2,800,000. Its fixed 
charges at consolidation would be 
about $35,000,000 and it would be un- 
der the necessity of spending, in the 
first five to seven years, at Icast 
$100,000,000 to provide rolling stock, 
and to put its properties in good phy- 
sical condition, 

In order to control its policy and 
to share in its certain prosperity, 
Canada should have an interest in 
the new company, The Dominion 
government should furnish 40 per 
cent, of the money required, own 40 
per cent. of the stock, and appoint 
40 per’ cent. of the directorate, but 
take no part in the actual manage- 
ment. ‘This would give all the ad- 
vantage of government control with- 
cut any of the manifest disadvantages 
of government management,

HE touches of Time aren't in ft with the 
touches that feminine hands give to the 
hats this spring. Everywhere one looks 

ene sees unusual designs brought out in silks, 
‘wools, chenilles, beads, straw, etc., on hats of 
warious shapes. That there is variety in the de- 
igns chosen for. the hats is evidenced in the cok 
hate of applicable designs laid before you on 
page. The colors used for the designs are 
merely suggestions and can be changed to sult 
the individual needs, 
___ The motif calling for single stitches is to be 
Further elaborated with solid stitches for the Iit-

Before going further it may be well to say 
that the design you choose may be embroidered 
directly on the hat or it may be worked on a 
piece of fabric and the fabric then appliqued te 
the hat. 

Darning stitches are used effectively on many 
hats.

‘two dainty flowers to make a very attractive 
imedallion.

We 
have seen the evidence of this in the 
alliance with the Turks and the tol- 
¢ration ef their massacre of their 
Christian subjects, in the appeals to 
Mohammedan fanaticism in Africa 
and Asia evidenced by the uprising 
of the Senussi tribesmen on the west- 
ern border of Egypt, in the attempt 
to stir up a rebellion of the unrecon- 
ciled Boers, in the instigation of an- 
archial uprisings in India and the 
Straits Settlement, in the intrigues 
with the Sinn Fein society which led 
to the uprising in Ireland. 

The German plan, as it has devel- 
oped, has not been limited merely to 
a conquest of the world in a more or 
less orderly military manner as Na- 
poleon ‘made his conquest, but has 
aimed at general destruction of ex- 
isting organization except only the 
¢Crganization of which the German 
kaiser is the head. It has sought, not 
a mere extension of boundaries, as 
in 1870, or a readjustment of  bal- 
ance among existing political organi- 
zations which would still leave the 
world much as it was before, but a 
general destruction of everything not 
German in order that the political 
world might be rebuilt on the ideas 
of the German aristocracy, This ex- 
plains the policy of ruthlessness both 
on land, as exemplified in the devas- 
tation and deportations in Belgium 
and on sca in the manner of using 
the submarines. 

Is it surprising that Americans 
have been slow to comprehend and 
to believe, for we have been far 
from the scene of action, and, know 
ing little about war and world-poli- 
tics, many of us have been naturally 
inclined to assume that the struggle 
iu Europe did not concern us and 
that there probably was about an 
equal amount of truth and falsehood 
on both sides. Even when the 
submarine atrocities struck home to 
us and when we began to find Ger- 
lian agents back of dynamite crimes 
in our own country and a pronounced 
pro-Germanism cagerly showing 
through nearly all of the radical 
anti-government expressions of so- 
cial and industrial discontent in our 
domestic life there remained a large 
element, in high places and in low, 
which could not grasp the idea that 
Germany and her ambitions were 
really a menace to us. If any such 
persons remained after the disclos- 
ure of the Zimmerman note, they]; 
must be of a type that deserve rath- 
er the attention of the secret service 
agent than the friendly reasoning of 
American patriots, 

The imagination too dull to be 
impressed by the sufferings of Bel- 
gium or to grasp the picture of dy- 
ing women and children from the 
Lusitania and the Laconia can un- 
derstand what it would mean to have 
hordes of Mexicans under German 
officers sweeping into Texas, New 
Mexico and Arizona, However con. 
fident we may be that such an enter- 
prise would be impossible we cannot 
get away from the fact that it has 
Leen plotted by the German govern- 
ment, which has sent to the Mexican 
dictator an offer of alliance and 
money and assistance to make war 
on the United States and has held 
out the conquest of these three 
American states as a reward. Only 
nine days befoe the date of this 
Zimmerman note Ambassador Ger- 
urd made his famous speech in Ber- 
lin declaring that the relations be- 
tween Germany and the United 
States were never more friendly, The 
president of the United States had 
just made a speech in which he had 
so far repudiated the idea of a 
treacherous and barbarous Germany 
as to urge peace without victory 
thereby making peace’ in itself a 
greater desireratum than any result 
which the defeat of either side could 
achieve. 

And while the United States, 
through its president and its ambas- 
sador, was maintaining this attitude 
of confidence in the honor and the 
purposes of Germany, the German 
government was secretly plosithe a 
war upon and conquest of the Unit- 
ed States! Let Mr. Bryan and his 
friends explain, if they can, what 
kind of treaty, what kind of an 
agreement, can preserve peace with 
sich a governivent as that. What 
security can there be for the future 
peace of the world while such a gov- 
ernment as that exists and is clothed 
with power to translate {ts wicked- 
ness into acts?

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| Smuggling Stated To Be ‘ 
Rampant In Holland 


Huge War Profits Unbalance Labor- 
ets on the German Border 


There was a jubilee feast in a little 
tawn on the border between Holland 
and Germany the other day. A wo- 
man gave it. She invited large num- 
bers of her friends and neighbors 
and all toasted and applauded her. 
What was the reason for the jubilee,| 
you ask, She had just smuggled her; 
fortieth package across the border 
into Germany. 


Strange events such as this occur 
Gaily in Holland. Smuggling is rife, 
So general has it become that fear 
neither of the law nor of the church 
can stop many persons living on the 
border from taking advantage of the 
need for supplies in Germany, Even 
men who have been selected to put an 
end to it take a hand in it themsel- 
ves and sometimes even the military 
men who are sent to reinforce the 
civilian custom officers cannot resist 
the temptation of making extra gains 
that often amount to $35 and $40 a 
week, 

In the frontier districts no stigma 
attaches to fines or imprisonment 
imposed for smuggling: Public opin- 
ion in the districts further inland ex- 
presses itself as concerned for the 
morality of the fronticr dwellers. 


The churches have been appealed 
to assist in suppressing smuggling. 
The Netherlands Reformed church in 
one town answered the appeal by tak. 
ing a severe attitude toward the 
smugglers. It. threatened to keep 
every confirmed smuggler from the 
holy communion so long as he or 
she continued in this trade. 

Some of the smugglers, those of 
the lowest orders, are so little used 
to having money that they don’t 
know how to spend it, and therefore 
gencrally do so in a way deterimen- 
tal to themselves and the community. 
Drinking and fighting are the order 
of the day with them. Often they 
cannot even get rid of all their mon- 
cy quickly enough. 

Instances are known in which they 
literally consumed paper money as 
sandwiches, spreading it between two 
slices of bread and butter. Also they 
have lighted their pipes with 40 or 60 
fiorin bills, ($16 to $24). Such men’s 
children often suffer want and fall to 
the care of the community when the 
father is down on his luck: 

Others provide well for their homes 
and pianos, talking machines and oth- 
er luxuries are now to be found in the 
most unlikely looking tumble down 
cottages and the women and children 
are clad like Solomon in all his glory. 

The Germans also do a lot of 
smuggling. Large numbers of them 
come into Holland to eat and upon 
returning home they generally take a 
little something for their families, 
The other day a party of German 
women, all well dressed and wearing 
large hats, was interviewed in the 


waiting room of a railway station on nt 


the border by Dutch custom officials, 
The women declared they had noth- 
ing with them. They were then po- 
litely invited to take off their hats 
and, when assisted in this act by some 
Dutch women detectives, it soon ap- 
peared that each lady had used a cer- 
tain number of sausages as pads over 
which to do her hair. One even had 
concealed a whole pound of tea amid 
the sausage and hair coils- 

Another case was that of a polite 
traveler, whose politeness caused him 
to be suspected. Every stitch of 
clothing was removed from his per- 
son before the contraband was ex- 
posed. It was bacon, artistically cut 
to the very shape of his body and 
laid on and securely fastened all over 
it by leather thongs. Much diminish. 
ed in bulk he was allowed to proceed 
on his journey, and there was mourn- 
ing in one German home, at least for 
the loss of this appetizing food. 

It has become customary in fron- 
tier places for bands of forty and 
fifty German school boys and girls to 
come into Holland to get what food 
they may. It is extremely difficult to 
get rid of them, for when the Dutch 
frontier guard takes them. back to 
Germany at one place they slip back 
at another, The only way to get rid 
of them is to question them about 
conditions on their side, and when 
this has been done for some time 
the German guard sees to it that they 
don’t return for fear they will give 
too much information to neutrals or 
enemies, 

Proof that the pinch of hunger is 
being felt in Germany is shown by 
the ag that you can scarcely ap- 
proach the border line without hear- 
ing a voice from over the wire fence: 
“Was haben sie zu verhandeln?” For 
now not only the German officers and 
corporals have been given the right 
of buying in contraband wares, but all 
the privates are allowed to do so as 
well, 

At a place where the Meuse forms 
the boundary the customs officials 
found many rowboats engaged in reg. 
ular traffic across the stream and the 
more boats they took the more there 
seemed to be of them. After a time 
it was discovered that secret ship- 
building. wharves were tucked away 
in the river bends, where boat build- 
ing was carried on at night by large 
gangs of workmen: The boats were 
very light and swift and it took only 
one night to put one together. Some- 
times a boat begun at nightfall was 
ready to carry contraband before the 
morning light, 

Near Maastricht a secret subter- 
ranean passage has just been discov- 
ered in St, Peter's mount, which led 
straight into Belgium. This must 
have been used for months and im- 
mense quantities must have been 
smuggled through it. Now it has 
been blown up by the Dutch military, 
but as there are some 10,000 passages 
in St Paul's it is quite likely some 
of these may still lead to Belgium 
and be known to smugglers. The 
secret passages in former times of- 
fered shelter to Dutch refugees in the 
Spanish and French wars and to Bel- 
gians in this war, so that such a dras- 
tic way of closing up the mountain 
would be deplored by everyone.

Ashore we are all to unfamiliar 
with this latest and greatest of the 
sciences, Before the war there were 
several thousand crude, home-made 
installations, all within a 20-mile rad- 
ius of London, whose energ was not 
altogether appreciated by their pro- 
fessional brethren aboard ships in the 
river, 

An airplane is little better than 
uscless without a wireless set aboard, 
This Provides it with the only means 
of communication with its base, or 
with the battery of heavy guns, when 
engaged upon the direction of artil- 
lery fire, Which brings us to the mat- 
ter of the sea, Wireless, we may 
say, is the voice of the oceans, It 
links up ship with ship, however dis- 
tant from the land or from the re- 
cognized routes of trade. Without it 
modern naval warfare would be im- 
possible. Even before 1914 a long 
Fress message was flashed out night- 
ly from Poldhu, the great Cornish 
station, This message was picked up 
by ships within a radius Bi a few 
hundred miles, and retransmitted by 
them another few hundred miles to - 
other ships, So the message went on, 
until within the space of an hour or 
two it was the public property of 
stations as distant as Capetown and 
Buenos Ayres. And every great lin- 
er published a daily newspaper, giv- 
ing the latest news from all parts of 
the world. 

The S.O.S. signal is the most ur- 
gent and sacred call in the wireless 
world, a call which no operator will 
ignore. And yet the enemy have 
made false use of this signal. There 
was one case of an American skipper 
somewhere off Bantry Bay, who, 
| picking up an S.O.S. some fifty miles 
distant, made thither at top speed, to 
find on his arrival, not a vessel in dis- 
tress, but a German submarine, the 
commander of which not only made 
no apology, but was so annoyed to 
find that it was an American instead 
of a British boat that he had snared 
that he threatened to sink it there 
and then; and probably he would 
have put his threat into force had not 
a British destroyer showed up on the 
horizon, 

Another case was that of the cargo 
steainer Anglo-California, homeward 
bound from America. She sighted a 
German submarine in mid- ocean, and 
made off as fast as her engine would 
permit, the enemy in hot pursuit; her 
wireless operator sending the §.O. 
S, signal as fast as he knew how. 
Meanwhile the shell fire grew fiercer, - 
the ship was raked from end to end. 
They had not a weapon of their 
own with which to retaliate, but 
they stuck to it as only British sail- 
ors can, ‘Then there came an ans- 
wer to their signals, “Coming to 
your help» Hang on.” It was from 
a British man-of-war, somewhere 
across the horizon, far out of sight. 
By this time the firing had grown 
so fierce that the operator was forc- 
ed to manipulate his key, lying on 
his back in his cabin. At last came

the welcome news, “Can see your 
smoke. Hang on.” “For od's 
sake hurry up; they’re shelling us 


like hell,” replied the operator. Then 
the German operator intercepted, and 
had his guns trained full on their 
acrial, their last hope of salvation. 
Luckily the German shooting was 
wild, and eventually the British war 
ship hove in sight. Immediately the 
submarine dived and they were or- 
dered to report her trail, 

Yet earlier in the war occurred the 
unhappy Breslau and Goeben affair. 
When surrounded by British craft, 
these two powerful men-of-war suc- 
ceeded in effecting an escape, sighted 
only by one of our light cruisers. 
Immediately she wirelessed for help. 

In the year 1915 twenty-six vessels 
were reported by the radio inspec- 
tors of the United States to have 
sent out the call for assistance, The 
calls included accidents of all. kinds, 
including collision, running ashore, 
broken-down machinery, storm, car- 
go shifting, and torpedoes, In one 
case, that of a Greck vessel which 
caught fire in mid-ocean, she was 
abandoned by the passengers’ and 
two and a half hours later two other 
vessels had taken on board, in one 
case 341 survivors and in the other 
the remaining 129. The original ves- 
sel was entirely destroyed. 

On another occasion a vessel with 
1,700 Italians aboard caught fire at 
sca, The S.O.S. signal immediate- 
ly brought up another vessel, which 
took off 600 survivors, then convey- 
ed the disabled vessel into port with- 
out the loss of a single liie. 

The present scheme of wireless is 
to circle the world with a constant 
line of communication, somewhat af- 
ter the fashion of from Poldhu to

Building With an Object 


Policy Back of the Construction of 
the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way is Shown 


What appears to be new light up- 
on the policies back of the construc- 
tion of railways in Canada, is fur- 
nished in a paragraph in the last an- 
nual report of the Canadian Northern 
Railway issued recently. 

This paragraph deals with — the 
handling over the rails of the Cana- 
dian Northern of some 132,000,000 
bushels of grain destined chiefly for 
the feeding of the Allics overseas, 
and runs: 

“Inasmuch as many of the securi- 
ty-holders invested their funds in 
the company’s undertakings, believing 
that the heart of the Empire would 
some day need to draw upon the 
wheattields of the Canadian West, it 
is with pride that the directors pres- 
ent with these figures, illustrating the 
extent to which the prairies have 
been opened up, made productive and 
the produce marketable by the com- 
pany’s railways. There were prob- 
ably few who thought that the cru- 
cial necessity would come so soon; 
but, having come, it must be consid- 
ered fortunate that the Canadian 
Northern System and the country 
tributary to it were sufficiently de- 
veloped to take an important part in 
supplying the Empire's food require- 
ments,” 


Twenty years ago a new epoch

Mr. Gladstone was Prime Minister 
of England when Prussia demanded 
froth France the cession of Alsace 
and Lorrain, and he held very strong- 
ly that the neutrals of the day 
should insist that the populations 
themselves should be first consulted, 
In trying to convert the foreign 
minister and his cabinet to his view, 
he wrote that “the throttling” of Al- 
sace and Lorrain without any at- 
tempt on the part of this country to 
save them, “will, in my opinion, be 
a standing reproach to England.” 
The German proposal, he said in an- 
other letter to Lord Granville, “calls 
for the sehen of Europe.” Af- 
tér his cabinet had refused to give 
the neutrals the lead which he desir- 
ed, he wrote: “I have an apprehen- 
sion that this violent laceration and 
transfer is to lead us from bad to 
worse, and to be the beginning of a 
new series of European complica- 
tions.”

A habitable house is requi: except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity, 

Tn certain districts a homest r in 
standing may pre-empt a pap bread along. 
side his homestead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—six months residence in each of three 
years ofier earning homestead patent; also [0 
acresextracultivaiion. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead patent, on cer. 
tain conditions. 

A settler who hasexhausted his homestead 
tight may take a purchased homestend in certain 
districts, Price $3.00 peracte.
